POLITICS IN CUBA. 


A 


FTER all tbe scheming and manipulation to 


have the Cuban republican government start 


off, if at all, without any flection contest, and with 
idea! feeling of outward unanimity, disappointment 
came. 
Governor-General Wood, aided by 
the 


powerful and at sometimes arbitrary influences of 
the administration, has given his partial attention 
to the work. It has been a chief factor in delaying 
the organization of such government 
and made 


more general the feeling of uncertainty 
as to 


whether it would ever be permitted to be realized. 
It was manifest from the first that there was a dis- 
position to prevent General Gomez from being the 
republic's president, the obvious way of doing that 
being to prevent his eligibility, which could be 
plausibly done because of his foreign birth. It was 
not difficult by careful and shrewd management to 
get the veteran milita -y leader to declare himself 
for Estrada Palma, lon# a resident of the country 
and an ardent laborer for Cuba's cause among 
the American authorities, as far as the proprieties 
would permit. 
It has been Paliaa's contention, as 


well as that of General Wood, that it would be 
particularly nice and auspicious to start off with a 
government without going through a partisan cam- 
paign, seemingly selecting the best man for each 
position, in the determining nominations, and then 
concurring in such election at the polls with prac- 
tical unanimity. 


It was much to expect, for the Cuban people 


had long looked forward to the good time coming, 
when the office-holding privilege and power might 
be theirs, backed by a natural disposition for such 
seeming preference. But in spite of that, the plan 
was kept well in hand until a short time ago 
Colonel Palma had consented to be a candidate for 
the presidency and other possible aspirants had 
been Micce.isfully discouraged or restrained. 
If 


matters could have been thus regulated then was 
the time tc have held the election to carry out the 
shrewd plan. But in politics, as in some other 
things, delays are dangerous. In the time of wait- 
ing plans were matured, and while Colonel Palma 
and his intimates were resting in confident security 
General Masso, with a manifesto declaring himself 
a candidate, appeared and outlined the policy upon 
which he stood. He holds that it is a fact that tbe 
depriving Spain of the sovereignty of Cuba is a 
distinct and important advantage to the United 
States, and that the latter should in justice and can 
afford to make concessions to Cuba. 
If they do not 


come willingly they should be demanded. As they 
say in the drama, the plot thickens in Cuba.

"COMMERCE AND INDUSTRIES." 


I 


F THE new department of commerce and indus- 


tries, which was urged by the President in his 


message, is instituted according to a bill prepared 
by Senator N'elson, it will be a very comprehensive 
bureau. The bill creates three new government 
offices—a secretary, an assistant secretary of the 
department of commerce and industries, and a chief 
of the bureau, with salaries of $8,000, $4,000 and 
$2,000, respectively. 
It H estimated that the addi- 


tional clerk hire, etc., will bring the total of in- 
creased expense to the government to $50,000 a 
year. 
No new buildings will be needed, for the 


old postoffice building will afford ample quarters 
The 
new department will have charge of all 


branches of the government service relating to 
commerce, manufactories, mining and other indus- 
tries, and is in its scope generally upon the lines 
advocated by Representative Nesvlands in the de- 
bate upon the Hawaiian government bill last year 
To it will be transferred from the treasury depart- 
ment the light-house service, the life-saving service 
the marine hospital service, the steamboat inspec- 
tion service, the bureau of navigation and the 
United States shipping co.iimissioners, the bgreau 
of immigration, the bureau of statistics and the 
United States coast and geodetic survey, from the 
interior department; the commissioner of railroads 
the patent office, the census office and the geologi- 
cal survey, from the State department; the bureau 
of foreign commerce, which is consolidated with the 
bureau of statistics, transferred from the treasury 
department. The bill also places under the juris 
diction of the new department the present depart 
ment of labor and the office of commissioner of fish 
and fisheries, neither of which now belong to either 
of the great departments.
